Capacity af almjst Two Million Gal­ 


lons in Container recently Com­ 


pleted. 
Modern 
Construction 


Methods were Used. 


Biglerville’* new 
w ater 
reservoir 
has been completed and is now in ac­ 
tive service, providing that town with 
excellent water and an ample supply. 
The original facilities were found 
to 
be insufficient to safeguard the 
town 
in case of fire a t a time of long con­ 
tinued drought and 
the 
extra 
size 
reservoir was accordingly determined 
upon. 
The new container 
is 
located 
on 
Yellow Hill 
and 
is 
of 
thoroughly 
modem construction. 
It is 
built 
of 
lx*high Portland cement 
re-inforced 
with iron and steel. The reservoir 
is 
221 feet long and 171 feet wide while 
the depth at the 
breast 
is 
sixteen 
feet. This 
provides 
a 
capacity 
of 
1,986,600 gallons. 
The average grav ity flow is 86,000 
gallon 
per day and the fall 
is 
suf­ 
ficient to 
provide 
Biglerville 
with 
amp!** fire protection without the use 
of any steam or automobile engine. 
The reservoir is owned and operat­ 
ed by the 
Biglerville 
Water 
Com- 
pany which several years ago laid its 
mains throughout the town and for a 
time operated w ith a smaller 
reser­ 
voir satisfactorily. 
The demand 
for 
the service increased, 
however, 
and 
the fear of a sh o rtag e in supply dur­ 
ing dry seasons m ade a larger 
con­ 
tainer necessary with the result that 
the new reservoir 
was 
determined 
upon. 
It 
is 
now 
in 
service 
and 
a matter of 
pride 
l*oth to the com­ 
pany 
and 
the community 
which it 
serves.
